NIPISSING BOARDS 


As Nipissing Board of Education Director 
Robert J. Lynch points out, the board of 
education and the RCSS board in the region 
are veterans in the art of co-operating to 
improve service to students. The reason is 
simple. According to Brian Giroux, Director 
of the RCSS board, “In the less populated 
areas of the province, sharing definitely 
benefits both boards.” 

The Nipissing boards' most significant 
experiences of sharing have been in 
maintaining a joint film library and sharing 
some transportation. 


Joint Film Library 


The Joint Film Library/Cinématique 
Conjointe has been in operation since 1971. 
Established by a formal contract, it is 
overseen by a committee of four members -- The Nipissing Board of Education and 
composed of one English and one French Nipissing District RCSS Board share 
member from each of the two boards. The transportation services. 


In Nipissing, where the board of 
education has the larger secondary enrolment 
and the RCSS board has the larger 
French-language and elementary enrolment, 
the main advantage of a joint film library 
is the greatly enriched collection both 
systems enjoy. The RCSS board gains access 
to a wider range of films for the secondary 
panel than it would otherwise have, and the 
board of education reaps a similar benefit 
in gaining access to French-language films. 
Considerable savings also are made in the 
elementary area, where the greatest 
duplication would normally occur. 

Simon Brisbois, Superintendent with the 
Nipissing District RCSS Board who formerly 
supervised the library, is enthusiastic 
about the library: "The arrangement between 
the two boards has been of fantastic benefit 
to students and teachers.” And Rhéal 
Perron, Superintendent with the Nipissing 
Board of Education who currently supervises 
the library, agrees that “the system works 
very, very well”. 


Transportation 


If length of service is any indication, 
the sharing of transportation by these two 
boards is equally successful. 

Roger Desjardins, manager of auxiliary 
services for the board of education, 
estimates that the informal agreement has 
been working for at least 18 years. Because 
of differences in the policies and needs of 
the two boards, the sharing arrangement 
presently applies to only about 30% of the 
routes, and each board maintains its own 
transportation department and staff. 
Nevertheless, considerable savings are 
possible where there is a match between 
eligibility and routes, which occurs mostly 
on rural routes into North Bay, Mattawa, and 
Sturgeon Falls. 

The sharing arrangement is simple. The 
board with the most students in a particular 
area provides the service, and the other 
board pays the operator a percentage share. 
Buses carry a variety of students -—- 
primary, secondary, special education, 
French, and English -- from both boards. 

One conduct and safety code applies to 
students in both systems, and rules are 
posted in both French and English. Joint 
seminars are held with all operators to 
discuss and co-ordinate safety and 
discipline policies, and any new policy 
originating in one board is discussed with 
the other board. Frank Courchesne, 
transportation officer for the RCSS board, 
reveals that problems tend to result more 
from mixing of age levels on buses than from 
having students from the two systems share 
the buses. 


SHARING SERVICES: 
INDUSTRY EDUCATION 
COuNoals 


In the Hamilton-Wentworth region 
industry-education co-operation has proved 
to be much more than simply a cost-cutting 
exercise. It provides a degree of 
assistance and encouragement to educators 
and students that could not be equalled by 
any single participant. 

In 1979, the Hamilton and the Wentworth 
County Boards of Education and the 
Hamilton-Wentworth RCSS Board joined with 
Mohawk College and McMaster University and 
representatives of industry, business, 
labour and government to establish and fund 
the Industry-Education Council (IEC). The 
three boards share the salary of the 
Council's Executive Director (Hamilton Board 
of Education pays 50%, the other two boards 
25% each). Mohawk College and McMaster 
University provide office space at the 
downtown Mohawk/McMaster Education 
Information Centre and donations from the 
private sector and community organizations 
cover the office overhead. The Council 
actively seeks funding for its projects from 
three levels of government and community 
organizations. Executive Director 
Bob Philip points out that the boards' joint 
funding of his salary “plays an absolutely 
critical part in the Council's continuation, 
since salaries represent 80% of its regular 
expenses". 


LINKING LEARNING WITH EARNING 


As Patrick J. Brennan, Director of the 
Hamilton-Wentworth RCSS Board indicates, the 
joint effort started with local educators 
asking, “What kind of communication and 
co-operation among educational authorities 
can best facilitate young people's 
transition to work?” The Council's motto, 
“Linking Learning with Earning”, sums up its 
mandate admirably. Its objectives, 
according to its 1985 annual report, are “to 
stimulate and support career education, to 
focus community and school resources on 
career-education needs; to help students to 
make better career decisions; to co-ordinate 
career education within the region; to 
facilitate the transition of youth from 
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school to work; and to increase 


school/community understanding, co-operation 
and collaboration."

Officially launched on November 2, 1980, 
the IEC has an impressive list of 
achievements. Perhaps foremost among them 
is the founding of the Career Resource 
Centre, now run by the Hamilton Public 
Library. One of the Centre's many functions 
is to co-ordinate requests to business and 
industry from schools. (It might, for 
example, help set up an information- 
gathering meeting for a student with, say, a 
chemical engineer at Procter & Gamble, one 
of the Council's sponsors.) 

Other IEC projects include: creating a 
Directory of Career Resource Volunteers (a 
list of individuals willing to provide 
first-hand information about their work to 
career searchers); and organizing student 
marketing conferences and career-awareness 
seminars, career-awareness workshops for 
school career counsellors, and an annual 
Ontario career symposium. A recent pilot 
program, Adopt-A-School, is targeted for 
expansion, and other future plans include 
sponsoring a Handicapped Adolescent 
project. The Council also publishes 
“how-to” resource manuals for those seeking 
guidance in similar undertakings.* 

With word spreading of the Council's 
work, both the Niagara Peninsula and 
Kingston are looking to the Hamilton 
operation as a likely model for establishing 
their own similar bodies. 

The school board sponsors of the Council 
are justly proud of its success. “It is the 
first and, I think, still the only one in 


Canada,” says Arnold Krever, Director of the 
Board of Education for the City of Hamilton 
and a Past President of the Council's 

board. "Response to its work is very 
positive.” His counterparts in the other 
boards agree. One of the IEC's founders, 
Patrick Brennan, refers modestly to the 
experiment as “very successful", and Allan 
Greenleaf, Director of the Wentworth County 
Board, is equally enthusiastic: “The IEC is 
an absolutely superb example of co-operation 
among the three boards and all sectors of 
the community in this area." 

It is tempting to conclude that, 
important as sharing arrangements are for 
easing budgetary strains, clearly they also 
offer benefits that go well beyond purely 
financial considerations.

SHARING A SCHOOL 


Swimmers adopt different attitudes to 
getting wet, but most of us prefer the 
gradual approach -- inserting portions of 
our anatomy by the instalment plan. When it 
comes to sharing accommodation in secondary 
schools, boards of education and separate 
school boards thinking of taking the plunge 
may also find it useful to test the waters 
beforehand. 

Past experience of mutually beneficial 
sharing by the two Stormont, Dundas and 
Glengarry County boards has helped them face 
what Rosaire Leger, Director of the Board of 
Education, calls “the big challenge” of 
sharing school premises. With about 800 
students of General Vanier Secondary School 
and about 180 of St. Joseph's Secondary 
School now jointly occupying a building, 
these two boards are among the pioneers of 
accommodation sharing in the secondary 
school system. 

The background to this venture is impor- 
tant. The two boards have a long history of 
co-operation. A number of agreements -- for 
sharing computer facilities, printing 
services and translation costs -- were 
already in place. Steps to share stores, 
warehousing and delivery services from the 
beginning of 1986 have also been taken. 

Sharing has evolved in Stormont, Dundas 
and Glengarry as a practical necessity. In 
a time of declining enrolments for both 
boards, the boards' chief aim is to maintain 
the level of services and programs despite 
the smaller population base. “To help the 
kids, we thought it best to adopt a 
co-operative stance,” says Mr. Léger. One 
evidence of this stance is a joint state- 
ment, The Extension of Catholic Schools: 
What It Means, in which the two boards 
announced their mutual intention to “work 
together during the coming years to 
accommodate the evolution and phase-in of 
separate school programs at the secondary 
school level.” 

Although the boards were relatively well 
prepared to undertake the trickier 
enterprise of sharing a school building, a 
great deal of careful planning went on 
before the two schools opened their doors in 
September. The key to reaching agreement on 
how to deal with any sensitive areas was the 
two principals' mutual concern for their

students. As Yvon Labossiére, Principal of 
St. Joseph's, points out: “When the 
students' welfare takes precedence over 
other concerns, any differences seem to 
disappear." Inter-entity discipline was one 
of the areas in which a contingency plan was 
carefully worked out in advance. Although 
no major problems have arisen, both 
principals were initially concerned that 
teenagers from one school might not respond 
well to an authority figure from the other 
school. They therefore decided to establish 
a “common front" from the beginning, and 
make it very clear that "a teacher -- from 
either system -- is a teacher." 

Just a few months after taking the 
plunge, the parties to the arrangement are 
finding the water unexpectedly balmy. “It 
is working out excellently from both sides,” 
reports Gilles Métivier, Director of 
Education of the RCSS board. Principals 
Brian McKinley and Yvon Labossiére are also 
positive. “Our experience to this point is 
almost completely problem-free," states 
General Vanier Principal Brian McKinley, and 
Yvon Labossiére concurs. 

To what do those concerned attribute the 
success of the sharing arrangement? The 
chief elements of their success are as 
follows: 


1. The physical plan of the school permits 
the two entities to remain distinct.

of the school, and St. Joseph's students 
have a separate entrance. This is very 
important, since all parties emphasize that 
sharing is not integration, and maintaining 
each school's sense of identity and school 
spirit is a priority. 

Students do mingle in some parts of the 
school (for example, the cafeteria), but 
since the two schools have different 
timetables, the overlap is not significant. 
The library is equally available to both 
groups, and St. Joseph's has the use of one 
of the two gymnasiums for half of each day. 


2. The two groups of people involved were 
relatively well known to each other 
before sharing began. 


Many of the students know each other from 
previous schools; several of the 
St. Joseph's staff graduated from General 
Vanier; and one teacher at St. Joseph's 
taught at General Vanier last year. As 
Brian McKinley points out, the staffs really 
have more in common than they have 
separating them, so it is not too surprising 
that they co-operate well. Special efforts 
have also been made to help the teaching 
staffs get acquainted with each other and 
with each other's parts of the school. 


3. The two Principals communicate regularly 
on an informal basis. 


Consultation about fire drills, the use 
of space for examinations, parents' nights 


and extra-curricular activities is 

frequent. For example, when General Vanier 
has a professional activity day, the 
Principal encourages St. Joseph's to use the 
Space that is temporarily free. At the same 
time, St. Joseph's is concerned that the 
General Vanier students should not feel they 
are “losing out on programs or 
opportunities" because of their new 
neighbours, and so have arranged to rent 
facilities in nearby Notre Dame and Vincent 
Massey elementary schools for some of its 
extra-curricular activities. More 
consultation will be necessary about this 
area in future. As Mr. Labossiére points 
out, these programs are important parts of 
student life; it is from them, perhaps more 
than anything else, that school spirit and a 
sense of identity derive. As St. Joseph's 
expands, more pressure will be put on 
existing facilities, and creative solutions 
will have to be found. 

In Brian McKinley's view, the adults 
involved have “a vested interest in seeing 
that sharing runs smoothly", partly because 
the two boards need each other and partly 
because the quality of daily life for both 
staff and students is enhanced by the effort 
to anticipate and avoid problems. 

To date, the General Vanier and 
St. Joseph's model suggests that with some 
preliminary experience of co-operation, with 
thoughtful advance planning, and with a 
continuing commitment from the key players, 
the challenge of sharing premises can be met 
with a measure of optimism.
